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Subject affair was the last in a series of memorial 
services for WILLIAM' Z. FOSTER' who was .chairman emeritus' of 
the Communist Party of America.

At the ’Saturday evening affair the attendance was 
approximate ly 240 persons . Of this number ’ ten per cent, were 
Negro. There was a large poster bearing the engraved picture 
' of FOSTER - 1881-1961 - .on.the front wall behind .the' speakers 
platform. 


• At the entrance to the hall was a don ati on box set 
on a table along with donation envelopes. DOROTHY DAVIES , 
was. observed as being -in charge of this collection. .< There was 
no admission charged - nor were there any. other collection's ^ 
made during'this meeting. It was later, announced by CLAUDE : 
LIGHTFOOT that the money- collected would' go .towards 'a fund to 
establish a i plaque at the Communist Party Waldheim cemetery' 
plot to identify those, who are buried in the different plots: 
and their main .activities. ’ 

OTTO/ WANGERIN was. in charge ...of a "literature stand in 
the hallway . outside Curtiss Hall - which featured. 'literature 
written by FOSTER. WANGERIN,. is the ..proprietor, of the. Modern 
Book Store, 56 East Chicago Avenue. This meeting was- called, to 
order at 2020 hours by CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT,; National Vice-Chairman 
of .the Communist Party,- USA, and Chairman of the Illinois 
Communist Party. . 

, LIGHTFOOT who*. acted as the Chairman for the evening’s 
services gave an eqTpgy on FOSTER. Following ,his qiilogy a* 
Russian funeral song was played on a. tape .recorder. LIGHTFOOT! s 
talk praised the activities of FOSTER in' the* labor movement . . 

He was. called an American patriot, who was .an outstanding figure 
in the decades-long struggle -to organize the American' workers 
into industrial ^unions' in the. mass production factories. • FOSTER 
•had written leaflets, pamphlets', articles, and, books bringing .. „ 
the. message of socialism to the working people. He. devoted” 
a great share of his later years when,.<he was partly paralyzed,- 
to writing. books embodying ;a;Marxist-Leninist history of the" 
socialist working, class and. the Negro, people’s movements during 
the present century. The reason why FOSTER went to Russia to 
spend the last- .months- of his ’life was that he. could not afford 
to spend .tens' of thousands of dollars in the capitalistic ~ 
United States for medical, care. In Russia, this treatment would 
be free - the finances being' paid for by the Russian workingmen 
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who love the noble hard-working leader.- of- - the. .people . 
LIGHTFOOTthen introducedTHOMAS .SLATER-, Secretary— Treasurer 
of - Carpenters Union, Local Number .1. 

’’ S^TER: stated, that he first met. FOSTER in .1912* and. 
several;. times.vsince.; then. He said FOSTER has .done more.vfor 
the labor, movement than- any other. -single man .in; union— work. He 
praised .him .for. his part in the steel strike.of 1919. -. and.tn: 
deve loping -the Packinghouse Workers Union. After SLATER? s 
short talk another tape recorded, funeral . song- was played',’ 
LIGHTFOOT then introduced SAM KUSHNER, editor of, the Midwest 
Edition of ’’The Worker. " 

KUSHNER related his. associations with .FOSTER: when 
SAM. was a reporter covering the left— ^ring. conventions; He 
lauded FOSTER* s wife, ESTHER, for her .support in furthering 
FOSTER* s. career. KUSHNER told other- stores, of. how. FOSTER 
fought monopolistic companies with ;his tremendous talents as 
an .organizer;,, political leader, and theoretician.,. Next came 
a tape recording. of. .PAUL- ROBESON* s ’* I Saw Joe Hill .Alive Last 
Night : .” ' ' ' ' ' 


At this time LIGHTFOOT said- that, he remembered.. how. 
FOSTER*. had< fought- .for the civil- .rights- of the Negro workingmen- 
and. especially' how this had .been done in his . endeavors- with., 
the Packinghouse. Workers Union. He- also ,said it Was. impossible 
16 read .all' the .messages of condolences received from all. over — 
the world. He then introduced the. main speaker of the:. evening :^ .-- 
BENJAMIN DAVIS-,, National. Secretary .of .the : Communist Party, 
r \t[SA*, a former. .New York City -Council member. 

DAVIS told, the- audience .that GUS- .HALL, General Secretary 
of the. Communist Party,. USA > was .not. able to be.' present;' ' 

because, of. the. recent Supreme -.Court., .decision not to,, re view .the, . 
Court’s .previous decision relating;, to. the .Communist Party . 
and the McCarron and Smith Acts. In .adding- to the eulogy 
on .FOSTER*, -DAVIS stated, that. FOSTER not. ..only: possessed: the 
ability to .organize but also to combine the ldeals of Marx; and, . 
Lenin: as- an. .integral, part of; the labor, movement. It was* this. ' 
combinatioh .that .haa made;.;FOSTER the ..world’s greatest, labor- 
leader.' and. -humanitarian. His never— ending • .lovet for. the -oppressed 
^people. of: the: world had* inspired.-him to fight for freedom of * 
all .working. classes; His leadership in- the. .labor .movement had; , 
made America^ithe focal point; of the- working . class, struggle 
throughout the .world. 
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At this point DAVIS assailed the American .capitalists 
and their leader, President KENNEDY. He stated, that .the social 
contributions to our present .society can be^ attributed to. .the . 
Communist Party.. For example ,. the speaker.- cited the .Soviet , 
Union and the progress of its labor movement; The working 
. people of Russia as well as from all other, parts :of the world 
share the common interest of freedom- from oppression rand'* 
exploitation. There is no argument when it -comes: to Peace in 
the world and winning the masses of peoples;- "While ; KENNEDY, 
is. winin'g^and dining the imperialist flunkies, the ‘socialist 
nations are paying respect to a great leader. With the; major 
part of the world casting off the bonds ;of capitalism and ' 
turning towards socialism as; the answer for peace and freedom 
from exploitation and persecution ° KENNEDY is telling the 
American, people that we are living in the most, dangerous times 
that man has seen <=- and that we must tighten our .belts for 
hard times - and live in fear and, anxiety." 

DAVIS went on to say that socialism, is the only 
answer to boost and foster peace and that we heed a ^Communist 
Party more than ever in this country. FOSTER’S role as.. a. 
partisan of socialism and leader of the Communist Party. ,has made 
America symbolic as a leader in the world’s labor movement.-

A source advised on February 27, 1959* that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, of Arlington, Virginia, had held an 
organizational meeting of the World Union of Free Enter- 
prises National Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence on 
February 26, 1959. 

Six persons were present and they, according to 
the source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of 
the organization. ROCKWELL told those present, that the 
WUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States would be 
known as the American Party* of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL, on March 26, 1959* furnished to Special 
Agents of the FBI, a copy of the program of the WUFENS 
stating that he expects to become President of the United 
States through the organization's platform. The main tenets 
of the WUFENS, as reflected in the program, call for 
migration of Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution 
of all Jews guilty of Communist and Zionist treason. 

A second source advised on August 8, 19^1 * that 
the main activity of the organization, in furtherance of 
these objectives, had consisted of picketings with anti- 
Jewlsh and anti-Negro placards and talks by ROCKWELL 
attacking Jews as traitors to the United States . The 
headquarters of the American Nazi Party is located at 
928 North Randolph Street, Arlington, Virginia.

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tnnnessee, on November 10, 1957* An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont", a newspaper of Greenville, 
South. Carolina, reported that a "Ku Klux Klan spokesman of 
Greenville reported the recent formation of a new political 
parfcy.to be known as the United White Party," According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Klansmen were represented.
